The D.M.C. Encyclopedia says “have your chair near a 
table so that they suit each other in height, and hold your piece of 
work so that you can sit upright, with your head only slightly bent 
forward while doing the work. Never fasten the work to your knee. 
Pin your fancy work, instead, to a leaded cushion on the table, heavy 
enough to resist the pull in working.” We might add that if you have 
no leaded cushions handy perhaps a flat iron would do.

Row 7: Using color No. 990, k 1, bring 
yarn to front of work, sl 2 sts, * throw yarn 
to back of work, k 1, bring yarn to front of 
work, sl 5 sts, repeat from * across row, end- 
ing throw yarn to back of work, k 1, bring 
yarn to front of work, sl 2, throw yarn to 
back of work, k 1. 

Row 8: Using color No. 990, p 1, throw 
yarn to back of work, sl 2, * bring yarn to 
front of work, p 1, throw yarn to back of 
work, sl 5, repeat from * across row, ending 
bring yarn to front of work, p 1, throw yarn 
to back of work, sl 2, bring yarn to front of 
work, k 1. 

Row 9: Repeat row 3. Row 10: Repeat 
row 4, 

Row 11: Using white, k 6, * insert needle 
under 2 strands of color No. 990 and knit 
next st, k 5, repeat from * across row, end- 
ing k 6. Row 12: Repeat row 4. 

‘Now shape armholes as follows: At beg. 
of each of the next 2 rows, bind off 9 sts. 
Dec. 1 st each end of needle every other row 
6 times (85 sts). 

Work is now ready for knit-in design. 
Following chart, knit-in design on center 45 
sts. Be sure to lock colors by twisting new 
color around the old before working with 
new color, Design is worked in stockinette st. 

When design is completed, work even 
until armhole measures 4% ins. straight up 
from binding off, ending with a purl row. 
Then divide work as follows: K 34 sts, bind 
off center 17 sts and knit remaining 34 sts, 
Working on 34 sts of right shoulder, at 
neck edge, bind off 4 sts once, 2 sts once.

Sleeves: Using No. 1 needles, cast on 56 
sts. K 1, p 1 in ribbing for 2% ins, Change 
to No. 4 needles and k across row, increas- 
ing at even intervals to 85 sts. Purl back, 
Continue in stockinette st until sleeve meas- 
ures 44% ins, from bottom. 

‘Then on one sleeve knit in the man on the 
center 21 sts, and on the other sleeve, knit 
in the girl on the center 21 sts. After figures 
have been completed, continue in stockinette 
st until sleeve measures 18 ins. or desired 
length to underarm, 

At beg. of each of the next 2 rows, bind 
off 6 sts. Dec. 1 st each end of needle every 
other row for 4¥% ins. At beg. of each of the 
next 4 rows, bind off 2 sts. Bind off remain- 
ing sts. 

Finishing: Sew underarm, shoulder and 
sleeve seams. Sew in sleeves. Using No. 1 
double-pointed needles, pick up 114 sts 
around neck. K 1, p 1 in ribbing for 1 
inch. Bind off loosely.

Repeat these 4 rows for pattern stitch. 

Back: On No. 2 needles, cast on 112 (120- 
128) sts. Rib in k 2, p 2, for 3 inches. Dec, 
across row to 99 (103-107) sts by knitting 5 
(4-3) sts and knitting 2 together across row. 
Change to No. 6 needles and work in pat 
tern stitch for 8 (9-10) inches. Shape arm- 
holes as follows: Bind off 5 sts at the be- 
ginning of 2 rows (once each side) and dec, 
1 st at the beginning and end of every other 
row 7 times. Work even on 75 (79-83) sts 
until armhole measures 9 (10-10%) 
inches, Shape shoulders as follows: Bind 
off 7 (8-8) sts at the beginning of the next 
6 rows; 21 (24-24) sts for each shoulder. 
Leave the remaining sts on a holder for 
neckband. 

Front: Work in same manner as for back 
until armhole shaping is completed. Dec. 
the center st, then divide work in half 
and tie in a second ball of yarn. Work both 
sides at the same time. Keep the armside 
edges even and at the center edges, dec. 1 
st every 3rd row until 21 (24-24) sts remain. 
Work even until armhole is the same length 
as the back. Shape shoulder as follows: At 
the armside, bind off 7 (8-9) sts at the be- 
ginning of the row 3 times. Fasten off. 

Neckband: On No. 2  double-pointed 
needles, pick up 160 (168-172) sts. Mark 
the 2 center sts at point of V as a guide 
and so arrange sts that these 2 sts are k 2; 
then rib in k 2, p 2, decreasing 1 st on each 
side of 2 guide sts until band is 1 inch in 
depth. Bind off in ribbing. 

Armbands: On No, 2  double-pointed 
needles, pick up 152 (160-168) sts and rib 
in k 2, p 2 for 1 inch. Bind off in ribbing. 

Finishing: Join seams and block to size.

To Shape Sleeves: Still retaining design, 
bind off 6 sts at beg. of next 2 rows (once 
each side). Dec. 1 st at beg. and end of 
every other row until 37 sts remain, Bind off 
2 sts at beg. of the next 6 rows (3 times 
each side), Bind off remaining sts. 

Finish Join side seams and sleeve 
seams. Join shoulder seams for 1 inch, Set 
in sleeves. Work 2 rows of sc at each shoul- 
der for 2 ins. across back and front; on the 
second row of the front shoulders, form 3 
buttonholes evenly spaced on each side. 
To form buttonholes, ch 2, skip 2s ¢ of 
previous row, then work in sc to placement 
of next buttonhole, Block to size. Sew on 
buttons and sew in shoulder pads.

Change to No. 3 needles and work through- 
out in pattern st. Work even for 2 ins., then 
inc, 1 st at beg. and end of row every inch 5 
times. Work even on 123 (123-131) sts until 
piece measures 12 (12%-13) ins. from beg. 

Armhole: Bind off 7 (7-8) sts at beg. of 
next 2 rows (once each side), Dec. 1 st at 
beg. and end of every other row 7 (7-8) 
times. Work even on 95 (95-99) sts until 
armhole measures 2% ins. Dec. the center 
st and divide work in half; 47 (47-49) sts 
on each side. Tie in a second ball of yarn 
and work both sides at the same time, Work 
even until armholes measure 61 (6%-7) ins. 
At center edges, cast off 20 sts and continue 
to dec, 1 st at center edges every other row 
3 times. Work even on 24 (24-26) sts until 
armholes measure 7 (7'%4-7¥%) ins. 

To Shape Shoulders: At armside bind off 
vs (12-13) sts at beg. of row twice. Fasten 
off. 
Front: On No. 1 needles, cast on 112 
(120-120) sts, Rib in k 1, p 1 for 3 ins, Inc. 
1st at end of row. Change to No. 3 needles 
and work in pattern st. Work even for 1¥ 
ins, Inc. 1 st at beg, and end of row 5 (68) 
times, Work even on 123 (133-137) sts until 
piece measures 12 (12'/-13) ins. 

To Shape Armholes: Bind off 7 (7-8) sts 
at beg. of next 2 rows (once each side). 
Dec. 1 st at beg. and end of every other row 
7 (7-8) times, Work even on 95 (105-105) 
sts until armhole measures 3 (3%4-3') ins. 

To Shape Neck: Bind off 23 (27-27) sts at 
center. Tie in second ball of yarn and work 
both sides at the same time. Dec. 1 st at 
center edges every 3rd row until 24 (24-26) 
sts remain. Work even until armhole meas- 
ures 7 (7'%-7'%) ins, 

To Shape Shoulders: At armside bind off 
ee (12-13) sts at beg. of row twice, Fasten 
off. 
Sleeves: On No. 1 needles, cast on 80 
(80-88) sts. Rib in k 1, p 1 for 1 inch. 
The. 1 st at end of row.’ Change to No. 3 
needles and work in pattern st. Inc. 1 st 
at beg. and end of every 4th row until there 
are 91 (93-101) sts on needle. Work even 
until sleeve measures 4 (41-5) ins. from 
beginning. 

To Shape Sleeve Cap: Bind off 6 sts at 
beg. of next 2 rows (once each side), Dec. 
1st at beg. and end of every other row until 
37 sts remain. Bind off 2 sts at beg. of next 
6 rows (3 times each side). Bind off 4 at 
beg. of next 2 rows (once each side), Bind 
off the remaining 17 sts. 

Finishing: Join seams. Set in sleeves. Rib 
for neckband (see below). Work 1 row 
of sc around entire neckline. Block to size. 
Sew in zipper and pads. 

Neckband: With No. 1 needles and with 
right side of work facing you, pick up 136 
(140-144) sts. Rib in k 1, p 1 for 2 ins. 
On next row, bind off, and as you bind off,

Armhole Shaping: Work same as for back 
until there are 134 (138-142) sts on needle. 
Start neck opening: With right side of work 
toward you, work across 67 (69-71) sts in 
pattern and slip onto stitch holder for left 
front. On remaining 67 (69-71) sts for right 
front, continue to inc. 1 st after p st at under- 
arm edge until there are 14 sts after p st. At 
same time, cast on 7 sts at beg. of neck edge 
and work as follows: Row I (right side): 
K 14, p 1, work to end of row in pattern, 

‘ow 2: Work in pattern to within 15 sts, k 1, 
p 14. Repeat these 2 rows until neck open- 
ing measures 41% ins, straight up from the 
7 sts cast on at neck edge. 

Neck Shaping: Bind off 14 sts at beg. of 
neck edge, then bind off 7 sts, then dec. 1 st 
at same edge every other row until 47 (50- 
50) sts remain on needle. Work even until 
armhole measures same as back, 

Shoulder Shaping: Slip first 15 sts at arm- 
hole edge onto a stitch holder, then bind off 
8 (7-7) sts at beg. of armhole edge every 
other row 4 (5-5) times. Work left front to 
correspond. 

Assembling and Finishing: Weave 15 sts 
of front armband to 15 sts of back armband. 
Sew shoulder and underarm seams together 
neatly. Using crochet hook, work 1 row of 
s c around neck, easing in back to desired 
measurement. Work 1 row of sc around each 
armband. Fold the 7 sts cast on at neck edge 
back to center front band, having p sides 
facing each other, and sew neatly to jerkin. 
Fold lower edge band in half and sew neatly 
to jerkin. 

SKIRT. Using No. 3 circular needle, cast 
on 416 (442-468) sts. Join, being careful not 
to twist sts. K 5 rounds, then start pattern as 
follows: Rnd 1: (Place a safety pin at beg. 
of rnd.) * K 25, p 1; repeat from * ending 
k 25, Rnd 2: * P 1, k 23, p 1, k 1; repeat 
from * around. Rnd 3: * P 1, k 21, p 1,k 3; 
repeat from * around. Rnd 4:* P1,k 19,p 1, 
k 5; repeat from * around, Rnd 5: * P'1,k 
17, p 1, k 7; repeat from * around. Rnd 6: 
* P 1, k 15, p 1, k 9; repeat from * around. 
Rnd 7: * P'1, k 13, p 1, k 11; repeat from * 
around. Rnd 8: * P 1, k 11, p 1, k 13; repeat 
from * around. Rnd 9: * P 1, k 9, p 1, k 15; 
repeat from * around. Rnd 10: * P 1, k 7, 
p 1,k 17; repeat from * around. Rnd II: * 
P 1,k 5, p 1, k 19; repeat from * around. 
Rnd 12: * P1,k 3, p 1, k 21; repeat from * 
around. Rnd 13: * P 1,k 1, p 1, k 23; repeat 
from * around. Rnd 14: * P 1, k 25; repeat 
from * around. These 14 rnds complete pat- 
tern, K 5 rounds even, Repeat last 19 rounds 
until skirt measures 6 ins, from start (there 
will be 4 complete patterns around lower 
edge of skirt). 

First Dec. Rnd: * K 20 (21-22), k 2 tog; 
repeat from * around. Work even until skirt 
measures 9 ins, from start. 2nd Dec. Rnd: * 
K 19 (20-21), k 2 tog; repeat from * around. 
Work even until skirt measures 11 ins. from 
start. Continue to dec. 20 sts in rnd every 2 
ins.’ (always having 1 st less between de- 
creases in each dec. rnd) until skirt measures 
19 (19%-20) ins. from start; 276 (302-328) 
sts on needle). Continue to dec. in same 
manner every 1% (14-1) inch 4 times more: 
196 (222-248) sts'on needle. Work even until 
Skirt measures 24 (25-25) ins, from start or 1 
inch shorter than desired length, Bind off. 
Do not break yarn, 

Using crochet hook, work 1 row of s ¢ 
around top of skirt, turn and work bea 
for elastic as follows: Holding wrong side 
of skirt toward you, * ch 5, sl st to wrong 
side of skirt diagonally 2 inch below, ch 5, 
sl st to top edge of skirt diagonally. Repeat 
from * around entire skirt. Break yarn and 
fasten off. Block skirt carefully to desired 
measurement.

PATTERN. Stockinette stitch. 

Back: Using No. 5 needles, cast on 83 
(87-91) sts. Work in pattern for 2 ins, Dec. 1 
st at beg. and end of next row. Continue to 
work in pattern, decreasing every inch until 
77 (81-85) sts remain on needle. Work even 
until piece measures 6% (61-644) ins. from 
start (waistline). Inc. 1 st at beg. and end of 
next row. Repeat this inc. every 6th row un- 
til there are 97 (101-105) sts on needle. Work 
even until back measures 14 (14-14%) ins. 
from start or desired length to underarm. 

Armhole Shaping: Bind off 6 (6-7) sts at 
beg. of each of the next 2 rows. Dec. 1 st at 
beg. and end of every k row until 77 (81-85) 
sts remain on needle. Work even until arm- 
hole measures 3% (342-4) ins, straight up 
from bound-off sts. Inc. 1 st at beg. and end 
of next k row. Repeat this inc. every 6th row 
2 more times; 83 (87-91) sts on needle. 
Work even until armhole measures 7 (7-7'4) 
ins, straight up from bound-off sts. 

Shoulder Shaping: Bind off 7 (7-6) sts at 
beg. of each of the next 8 (8-10) rows; 28 
(28-30) sts bound off for each shoulder. 
Bind off remaining 27 (31-31) sts for back 
of neck. 

Pocket Lining: Make 2 pieces. Using No. 
5 needles, cast on 27 sts. Work in pattern 
for 4% ins. and slip onto a stitch holder to 
be worked later. 

Right Front: Both fronts may be worked 
simultaneously, using 2 balls of yarn, Work 
left front in same manner as right front, re- 
versing shaping and omitting buttonholes. 
Using No. 5 needles, cast on 54 (58-62) sts. 
Work in pattern for 2 ins, Dec. 1 st at 
underarm edge on next row. Continue to 
work in pattern, decreasing 1 st every inch 
until 48 (52-56) sts remain on needle, Work 
even until piece measures same us back to 
waistline. At same time, when piece meas- 
ures 5 ins,, start pocket opening as follows: 
With right side toward you, k 16 (18-20), 
bind off next 27 sts, k to end of row. On 
next row, p to pocket opening, slip pocket 
lining stitches from stitch holder to left- 
hand needle, having k side of pocket lining 
facing p side of front, and p across to end of 
row. Inc. 1 st at underarm edge on next row. 
Repeat this inc. every 4th row until there 
are 58 (61-64) sts on needle, At same time, 
when piece measures 7 ins. from start, work 
first buttonhole as follows: Starting at cen- 
ter front edge, k 2, bind off next 4 sts loosely, 
k to end of row, On next row, cast on loose- 
ly 4 sts over those bound off on previous row. 
Work 2 more buttonholes in same manner 4 
ins.. apart (3 buttonholes in all). Work 
even until front measures 14% (14%4-14%) 
ins. from start (the extra “% inch allows for 
fulness at bust), 

Armhole Shaping: Bind off 7 sts at beg. of 
underarm edge once, then bind off 2 sts, then 
dec. 1 st at same edge every k row until 43 
(45-47) sts remain on needle. Work even 
until armhole measures 5% (5%-5%) ins. 
straight up from bound-off sts. 

Neck Shaping: Bind off 5 sts at beg. of 
neck edge twice, then dec. 1 st at same edge 
every k row until 28 (28-30) sts remain on 
needle.

Shoulder Shaping: Bind off 7 (7-9) sts 
at beg. of each of the next 10 (10-8) rows:

1 st at front edge on next row. Repeat dec. 
every 4th row until same length as back to 
underarm. Shape armhole as for back and 
continue front dec. until 20 sts (size 40— 
19 sts, then every 2nd row until 24 sts in 
all; size 44—22 sts, then every 2nd row un- 
til 24 sts in all) decreased, shaping shoulder 
as for back when armhole is same length as 
back armhole. 

Right Front: Work to correspond to left 
front, beginning first row p 3, end p 2 
shaping underarm, armhole and neck at op- 
posite end. 

Sleeves: With size 1 needles, cast on 60 
(62-66) sts. Work ribbing of k 1, p 1 for 
3 ins., increasing 1 st at end of last row for 
size 36; 61 sts (size 40—inc. 1 st in every 
6th st 9 times, work to end—71 sts; size 44 

«—inc. 1 st in every 6th st 10 times, work to 
end—76 sts). 

Change to size 3 needles, work pattern as 
for back, increasing 1 st each side every 1 
inch 12 times, then every ¥ inch 4 (3-4) 
times; 93 (101-108) sts. Work even until 
18 ins. from beginning, or desired length to 
underarm, Bind off 8 (10-11) sts at begin- 
ning of next 2 rows. Dec. 1 st each side 
every 2nd row 7 times; every 4th row 8 (8- 
9) times; every 2nd row twice (3-3 times). 
Bind off 4 sts at beginning of next 4 vows. 
Bind off 27 (29-32) sts. 

Border: With size 1 needles, cast on 8 sts. 
K 1 row, increasing 1 st in each st; 16 sts. 
Work ribbing of k 1, p 1 for 6 rows. * But- 
tonhole: Werk 8 sts, turn, work 4 more 
rows on these 8 sts, break ‘off. Beginning 
at center of band, work 5 rows on remain- 
ing 8 sts. Work 15 rows on all sts. Repeat 
from * until 7 (7-8) buttonholes. Work rib- 
bing for 36 (37-38) ins. Bind off, working 
2 sts together. Block border, stretching it 
sufficiently to reach around both fronts and 
neck edge, being careful to have top button- 
hole 14% (15-15%) ins. from beginning. 

Finishing: Sew scams. Sew in sleeves, 
with sleeve seam at center underarm, easing 
in fulness at top oi sleeve. Sew on border. 
Sew pocket linings to wrong side, Steam. 
Sew on buttons, Use shoulder pads. 


Sweater Blouse 
SIZE 16 
(Shown on page 18) 


Materials: Fleisher’s Sock and Sweater 
Yarn, 5 skeins. Fleisher’s white knitting 
needles, 1 pair each, sizes 1 and 2 (Stand- 
ard). English sizes, 12 and 11. 

Gauge: 8 sts=1 inch, 11 rows=1 inch, 

Abbreviations on page 64, 

Back: With size 1 needles, cast on 112 sts. 
Work ribbing of k 1, p 1 for 3% ins, Work 
1 row of ribbing, increasing 1 st in the 8th 
st, then every 4th st 24 times, finish row 
(137 sts). Change to size 2 needles. 

Pattern: P 1 row, k 1 row for 5 rows. 

6th Row (right side): * K 8, yo, k 2 tog: 
repeat from *, end k 7. 

7th and All Odd Numbered Rows: Purl. 

8th Row: K 6, * k 2 tog, yo, k 1, yo, k 2 
tog, k 5; repeat from *, end last repeat k 6, 
P 1 row, k 1 row for 5 rows. 14th Row: K 
3, * yo, k 2 tog, k 8, repeat from *, end k 2 
instead of k 8. 16th Row: K 1, * k 2 tog, 
yo, k 1, yo, k 2 tog, k 5; repeat from *, end 
k 1 instead of k 5, Repeat these 16 rows 
until 8 ins, of pattern, end with 7th pattern 
row. 

Cap Sleeves: Cast on 10 sts at beginning 
of next 2 rows (157 sts). Work even in pat- 
tern for 6 ins. 

Shoulders: Bind off 5 sts at beginning of 
next 20 rows, 8 sts at beginning of 2 rows 
(58 sts for each shoulder). Bind off 41 sts. 

Front: With size 1 needles, cast on 120 
sts, Work ribbing as for back. Inc. Row: 
Work ribbing, increasing 1 st in 8th st, then 
every 4th st 26 times, finish row (147 sts). 
Change to size 2 needles. Work to corre- 
spond to back until 5 ins. above sleeve cast- 
on, end with 13th pattern row (167 sts). 

Next Row: Work 72 sts in pattern, slip to 
holder; omitting pattern, bind off 23 sts for 
neck edge; work pattern to end, Continue 
pattern, decreasing 1 st at neck edge every 
row 8 times, then every 2nd row 6 times; at 


the same time, when 6 ins. above sleeve cast- 
on, bind off 5 sts from armhole side every 
2nd row 10 times, 8 sts once (58 sts for 
shoulder). Beginning: at neck edge, finish 
left side to correspond to right side. 

Bands: With size 2 needles, cast on 5 sts. 
K 1 row, p 1 row for 11 ins. Bind off. Make 
two bands. Steam, stretching to 12 ins, for 
sleeves, Make 1 band 9% ins, Steam, 
stretching to 10 ins, for front neck edge. 
Make 1 band 4% ins. Steam to 5 ins, for 
back of neck. 

Finishing: Sew side seams, Sew shoulder 
seams to within 2% ins. of neck edge. 
Working from right side, work 1 row of s ¢ 
around neck edge and open edges of shoul- 
ders. Work 2 more rows of s c on edge of 
hack shoulders. Work 1 row of s c around 
edge of sleeves. With right side of front 
neckband to right side of blouse, sew one 
edge of neckband to blouse just below the 
crochet edge. Turn band over, sew other 
edge to top of sc row. Sew back neckband 
and sleevebands in the same way. Sew snap 
fastener to each shoulder. Steam, Lace 
contrasting color grosgrain ribbon (1 inch 
wide) evenly on shoulders through holes 
in pattern, beginning at sleeve end, and tie 
in a bow. See illustration.

Sleeves: With size 1 needles, cast on 51 
sts. Work ribbing for 3 ins. Inc. Row: K 1, 
* inc. 1 st in next st, k 4; repeat from * to 
end (61 sts).

Working stockinette st, inc, 1 st each side 
every 8th row 19 times (99 sts), Work even 
until 15 ins. above cuff. Shape same as arm- 
holes o: bac": (71 sts).

Cast on 
40 sts and work in stockinette st for 4' ins. 
Bind off. For smaller pocket, cast on 32 (34-

Buttons: Using No. 6 crochet hook, ch 3 
and join to form ring. Work 6s ¢ in ring. 
Work 2s c in each st. Continue to work in 
sc, ine, 6 sts in each round until work 
measures a scant inch in diameter. Work 1 
round even, Holding mold under work, con- 
tinue to work in s c, dec. 6 sts in each round 
until mold is completely covered. 

Assembling and Finishing: Block each 
piece carefully. Join back and fronts at 
shoulders and sides by sewing together neat- 
ly, easing in front fulness at bust. Sew 
sleeve seams together. Sew sleeves into arm- 
holes, matching underarm seams. Sew seam 
binding across shoulders. Sew band around 
entire jacket, being careful to follow curve 
of lower edge on fronts as follows: Place 
band on front edge: of jacket with right 
sides facing each other, and overhand loosely 
at outer edge. Turn band to wrong side of 
jacket and hem neatly. Sew pocket trim 
onto pocket opening as follows: Place trim 
on top of pocket opening, having right sides 
facing each other. Sew neatly around open- 
ing through both pieces. Slip trim through 
opening and sew neatly around opening on 
tight side of work, having % inch of trim 
extend above pocket as in illustration. Sew 
pocket lining to pocket trim on wrong side 
of jacket, having right side of pocket lining 
facing wrong side of jacket. Tack shoulder 
pads in place. Sew buttons opposite button- 
holes. Work buttonhole stitch around each 
buttonhole.

on needle. Work even until piece measures 
3% (3%4-3¥%) ins, from start. Change to 
No. 1 needles and work even until piece 
measures 5% (5'4-5%) ins, from start. 
Change to No. 2 needles and work even for 
6 rows. Inc. 1 st at beg. and end of next 
row, Repeat this inc. every 4th row until 
there are 120 (124-128) sts on needle. Work 
even until back measures 13 (13-1342) ins, 
from start or desired length to underarm, 

Sleeves: Cast on 3 sts at beg. of each of 
the next 14 rows (21 sts cast on for each 
sleeve) ; 162 (166-170) sts on needle. Work 
even until sleeve measures 8 (8-814) ins, 
from first cast-on sts for sleeve. With right 
side of work toward you, k across 65 (66-68) 
sts and slip onto st holder for right shoulder. 
Bind off center 32 (34-34) sts for back of 
neck, On remaining 65 (66-68) sts for left 
shoulder, work even until shoulder measures 
6 ins. from back of neck. 

Front Neck Shaping: At neck edge, inc, 
1 st every row until there are 73 (74-76) 
sts on needle.

Slip right shoulder sts 
from stitch holder onto ‘knitting needle and 
work to correspond with left shoulder, end- 
ing at neck edge, Cast on 32 (34-34) sts

Bind off 3 sts at 
beg. of each of the next 14 rows (21 sts 
bound off for each sleeve); 136 (140-144) 
sts on needle, Work even for 1% ins. from 
underarm, Dec, I st at beg. and end of 
next row. Repeat this dec. every 4th row 
until there are 110 (112-114) sts on needle. 
Work even until front measures 8 (8-8%) 
ins, from underarm (the extra % inch al- 
lows for fulness at bust). 

Change to No. 1 needles and work even 
until front measures 10 (10-10%) ins, from 
underarm. Change to No. 2 needles and inc, 
1st at beg. and end of next row, repeat this 
inc, every 4th row until there are 124 (130- 
134) sts on needle. Work even until front 
measures 13% (13'%4-13%) ins. from under- 
arm. Bind off. 

Assembling and Finishing: Band Trim 
for Sleeve Edge. Make two as follows: Us- 
ing No. 1 needles, cast on 5 sts and work in 
stockinette st for desired width of sleeve. 
Bind off. Make another band in same man- 
ner for neck trim. Join sleeve and underarm 
edges together neatly, easing in front fulness 
at bust. Pin neckband to blouse, having 
right sides of work together, and overhand 
loosely, then turn band to ‘wrong side of 
blouse and hem neatly, easing in neck at 
front and back to desired measurement, 
Sew band on sleeves in same manner. 

Using No. 5 crochet hook, work 1 row of 
s ¢ around lower edge of blouse, With sew- 
ing needle and matching thread, gather 
sleeve about 4 inches by working a running 
stitch from center sleeve edge up toward 
shoulder seam. 

To Stamp Sequin Design: Use McCall 
transfer No. 1149 (yellow or blue; 35c), The 
banding and corners (G) must be carefully 
cut and pinned in place to fit around neck. 
Motif (H) is used in the center front. First, 
cut border for back and sides of neck, pin 
in place, then cut the four corners (G) and 
pin in place to form a continuous border. 
For front corners, cut away one of the end 
loops of corner design; for back corners, 
cut away both end loops. The connecting 
line between center motif H and front cor- 
ners is to be filled in with a curved basting 
line after design is stamped. Use pins on 
both sides of border so transfer does not 
slip in stamping. 

To Stamp: Lay sweater on ironing board, 
being careful not to stretch the knitting. 
Place a paper towel under part to be 
stamped and cover any part of the knitting 
which is likely to be touched by the iron 
with a sheet of paper. Heat iron to sizzling 
point, then turn off current. Stamp sides 
and front first, pressing on the line of trans- 
fer only with tip of iron, using a short, quick 
motion to avoid pressing on any other part 
of the knitting. When stamping the back, 
it is advisable to slip it over the end of a 
sleeve board to avoid stretching.

One pair straight knitting nee- 
dles, No. 3; one 29-inch circular needle No. 
3 and one No. 1 (Standard). English si: 
10 and 12, Crochet hook No. 3. 1 
leather buttons. Matching belt, 

Gauge: 6 sts=1 inch. 10 rows=1 inch. 

Dress is made in one piece, starting at the 
hemline. 

On No. 3 circular needle, cast on 364 sts. 
Purl 1 row around, then k 1 row around, 
making thereby 1 ‘ridge of garter stitch, 
Work even in stockinette st for 2 ins, Now 
start shaping skirt by decreasing 14 sts on 
next rnd as follows: * K 24, k 2 tog *, repeat 
from * to * once around, then work even 
for 2 ins, Next Rnd: * K 23, k 2 tog *. Re- 
peat from * to * once around, then continue 
making 14 decreases on the rnd every 2 
ins, until you have made 8 dec. rnds, Skirt 
now measures 16 ins. long. 

Work 2 ins. even, then dec. 7 sts on next 
rnd as follo * K 34, k 2 tog *, Work 
even and continue decreasing 7 sts on a rnd 
every 1 inch until skirt measures 25 ins, 
long and there are 196 sts on needle. 
Change to No. 1 circular needle and work 
in ribbing of k 1, p 1 for 3 ins, then 
change back to No. 3 needles and work 
blouse. 

Divide sts so there are 97 sts on needle 
for back. Work back and forth as though 
on a straight needle and shape by increas- 
ing 1 st each end every % inch 8 times.

No two homes 
are furnished exactly alike, so if Mrs. Brown, in 
New York, and Mrs. Jones, in Chicago, plan their 
embroidered linens in the same way, the effect when 


used in the two homes will still be individual. For 
instance, the cross-stitch picture, as shown in the 
bedroom scene above, is framed in antiqued white 
for a very feminine, soft color scheme. It would be 
equally attractive framed in a mahogany oval, to 
be used with mahogany furnishings. 

In the bedroom scene pictured, an old bed was 
bought in a second-hand store and painted in a color 
harmonizing with the roses in the picture. The same 
rose color was used to cross-stitch the initials on 
sheet and ruffled pillow cases made of Ameritex 
Swissdown. 

The draperics and bedspread were planned in a 
soft green to carry out one of the tones in the leaves 
in the picture, and the wall was painted a lovely 
soft yellow. The transfer for the cross-stitch pic- 
ture is No. 1112, price 25 cents (see also page 1). 
The cross-stitch monogram is Transfer No. 475, 
yellow or blue, price 35 cents. 

It is easy to paint an old bed in a color to carry

out a decorating scheme. First fill all holes and 
gouges with plastic wood and sand entire surface 
well with No. 00 sandpaper. Dust the bed carefully 
and, with newspapers, cover everything that might 
get spotted with paint. Be sure to stir the paint very 
thoroughly, when mixing a color. (The colors 
mixed to match the rose spray were Sherwin-Wil- 
liam’s Enameloid—approximately 4 pt. Pastel 
Blue. % pt. Flame Red, and 4 pt. Old Ivory.) Start 
by pouring a little of one color into a large-mouthed 
jar, add other colors, a little at a time, until just the 
right shade is obtained. To paint bed. use a two- 
inch brush; paint from the top down, brushing out 
the paint well until smooth. For a “super” job, 
when paint is thoroughly dry, sand lightly with No. 
00 sandpaper and apply a second coat to insure a 
more durable finish.

NYONE can paint a tile,” says Carol Janeway. 
“One need not be an artist at all in order to 
make something that will please your creative 

sense.” Miss Janeway’s first tile was not very origi- 
nal as a drawing, she says. But that only goes to 
show what a success can be made of such a simple 
beginning as this. 

Carol Janeway, creator of ceramics of unique 
beauty and craftsmanship, is a New York born 
artist whose work has hecome very well known in 
the space of a few years. She first started making 
tiles one Christmas when she sent a “Christmas card 
tile” to one of her friends, She wrote “Merry Xmas 
to Dinah with love from Carol” all around the edge 
of the tile in green and red paint, and in the center 
she drew a Christmas tree. She did this just for fun. 
But this handmade gift was personal and special, 
and it made a great hit with her friend. Then she 
made others for more friends, and before she knew 
it orders for tiles began pouring in. 

From that beginning, in 1941, Carol Janeway's 
name has now come to signify ceramics of style and 
distinction. She has exhibited at many galleries and

lowers: Cut wite in the following 
lengths: 8, 6, and 4 inches—two pieces of 
each. To make one flower, measure off 5 
yards of yarn. Fold the yarn in half 5 times. 
Attach one end of an Sinch piece of 
to the center of the folded yarn; wind 
around twice to hold securely, leaving the 
balance of wire for stem. Fasten a separate 
strand of yarn to base of flower, and wind 
up over folded flower for about % inch, 
Then wind back down to base of flower and 
continue down stem to cover it. Glue down 
yarn at end of stem. Now cut through loops 
at end of flower and comb each strand to 
obtain a flufly appearance. Make another 
flower the same, using the second piece of 
ire. Make the remaining flowers in 
the same way. 

To attach the six flowers together, take 
three of graduated lengths and tie stems to- 
gether. Take the remaining 3 flowers and 
do likewise, winding from bottom of stems 
about one-quarter of the way up. Now place 
the two sprays together with flowers at op- 
posite ends, wind ends, and cover neatly 
with Enterprise yarn. Sew flowers to head- 
band in front so that they drape gracefully, 
three on each side of center of band. 


ROSE BOUQUET AND EARRINGS. 
Materials: Lily Mills Daisy Mercerized 
Crochet Cotton, No. 30, 1 ball of white, 
steel crochet hook No. 8; three pieces of 
light-weight flower wire, each 6 inches long, 
and'1 pair of clips for back of earrings. 

Bouquet Leaves: Ch 23, 1s ¢ in 2nd 
ch from hook, 1 s c in next st of ch, 1 
s dc in each of the next 2'sts, 1 dc in each 
of the next 4 sts, 1 tr in each of the next 
5 sts, 1 dc in each of the next 4 sts, Lhd 
in each of the next 2 sts, 1 s ¢ in each of 
the next 2 sts; repeat on other side of ch. 
At_end, do not break thread, 

Next Rnd: Hold a 6-inch piece of wire 
along the edge of leaf and make 1s ¢ in 
each st of previous rnd, working over the 
wire to tip of leaf, bend wire down at tip 
and continue along other side in same way. 
Fasten off thread securely, leaving the end 
of wire for stem. Make 2 more leaves. 
Roses: * Ch 10, turn, 3 dc in 2nd ch 
from hook, 3 dc in each of the remaining 
sts of ch, always taking up a single thread 
of the ch, thus making the work curl, form- 
ing a little rose. Repeat from * making 29 
more little roses. 

Bunch the roses together and arrange in 
a perky little bouquet over the three leaves, 
as illustrated.

Earrings: Make three little roses same as 
the roses in the bouquet, group together, as 
illustrated, and sew to position.

7% inches. Then shape shoulders by casting 
off 9 sts at the beginning of the next 8 rows 
(36 sts off for each shoulder). Cast off the 
remaining 32 sts for back of neck. 

Front: Work same as back until armhole 
measures 1% inches, ending on right side 
of work. With wrong side of work toward 
you, work in pattern over 61 sts, place the 
remaining 53 sts on a string or stitch holder. 
Cast on 8 sts for front facing, thus makin, 
69 sts on needle. Work in pattern as fol- 
lows (right side of work): K 16, p 2, k 17, 
p2,k 8, p2,k 22. Next Row (Wrong side 
of work): P 22, k 2, p 8; k 2, p 17, k 2, 
p 8 k 8. Repeat these two rows alternately 
for pattern, continuing the armhole shaping 
(as on back) and cable twist on the shoulder 
cable. In the meantime, when 3 ridges have 
been worked on the front facing, make first 
buttonhole as follows: K 3, yo, k 2 tog, k 6, 
yo, k 2 tog, continue in pattern for remain- 
der of row. Make 2nd and 3rd buttonholes 
7 ridges apart, After last buttonhole is 
made, work 4 rows in pattern, ending at 
neck edge. 

Starting at neck edge, cast off all but 
46 sts. On these 46 sts, continue in pattern, 
keeping armhole edge even and decreasing 
at neck edge by knitting 2 sts tog every row 
10 times. On remaining 36 sts, work even 
until armhole measures 7¥ inches, same as 
back, Shape shoulder same as back. 

Left Front: Slip the 53. sts on holder 
and pick up 8 sts under the center 8 sts (for 
underlap). On the 61 sts, work to corre- 
spond with right front, omitting buttonholes. 

Sleeves: Using the 11-inch circular needle, 
cast on 100 sts, work plain for one inch, 
Then purl one row on right side for hem. 
Work in pattern as follows: Place marker 
at underarm, k 44, p 2, k 8, p 2, k 44, place 
marker. Work in pattern for 4 inch. Then 
work in pattern increasing 1 st each side 
of each underarm marker every 4th row 
until there are 110 sts on needle and being 
sure to twist cable on center 8 sts. When 
sleeve measures 3¥2 inches above hem, cast 
off 20 sts for underarm (10 sts each side 
of each marker). Work the balance of sleeve 
back and forth for 4 rows, then decrease 
on the k rows as follows: K 4, sl 1, k 1, 
pass the sl st over, work to within 6 sts of 
end of needle, then k 2 tog, k 4. Decrease in 
this manner every 4th row for 8 times (74 
sts remain), Now decrease by knitting first 
2 and last 2 sts tog, each end of needle 
every k row for 4 times. Then decrease by 
knitting first 2 and 2 last sts tog each end of 
needle every row until sleeve measures 5 
inches aboye armhole. Bind off all sts. 

Assembling: Sew shoulder seams. Turn 
under front Koie and sew to position. Sew 
around buttonholes. Bind neck edge with 
white bias binding tape, holding neck in 
to about 15 inches or desired size, Turn 
under hems at lower edge of sweater and 
sleeves and sew neatly to position. Sew in 
sleeves.

clean cloth, The final step in your paper- 
ing operation is to wipe off any paste 
spots.- If you are hanging washable wall- 
paper, you can safely sponge the entire sur- 
face with cold water. 

For papering the furniture, the wood must 
be smooth and clean before applying the 
paper. Sandpaper it well. If there are 
gouges, fill them with plastic wood and sand 
again. When you are covering drawers, 
match the pattern in adjoining drawers, 
Place the pattern carefully and draw pencil 
lines to guide you before cutting. Cut your 
wallpaper to fit the surface perfectly, be- 
cause it is difficult to trim later. Exception: 
In papering the drawers of a chest, if the 
drawers are loose fitting, the paper can be 
cut wide enough to come up over the top. 
In the illustration, the paper was used to 
cover just the panels. Attach paper to fur- 
niture, smoothing out from center with 
cheesecloth to remove air bubbles. Press 
edges down carefully. 

For covering the boxes, use the same pat- 
tern of wallpaper. Measure depth of box. 
Add 2 inches for one-inch turn-in at top 
and bottom. Spread paste evenly over wrong,

Finish off with straight band of paper 
around entire wall of lid. When the box is 
square, mitre the corners neatly, and if nec- - 
essary, cut away any lumps in order to make 
the surface as smooth as possible. :

we bought, at a department store, a bolt of 
white kitchen toweling of close weave. lif 
experimenting, we found that this took dye 
splendidly and only required about twenty 
minutes in the dye bath (water was kept 
just below the boiling point during this 
time). The material was washed first, to 
remove the sizing, and the directions on the 
Tintex package were followed, 

Because dyed pieces may discharge a 
fraction of the color when washed, you 
should plan to dye your material in a light 
color and use darker colors for the em: 
broidery, thus the embroidery threads can- 
not get discolored even if the dye runs a 
bit when the material is washed. The top 
mat on page 39 was rose, initialed and 
edged with blue, the monogram (No. 475) 
the same as used on the pillows.

Chef's Recipe

For a family of four or five, you will 
need 2 Ibs. of shoulder of veal, % of one 
large white onion, 242 teaspoons paprika, 
about 2 dessert spoons of flour, Caruso 
noodles, medium size, chicken stock or water 
to cook the meat in, At the hotel, the meat 
is cooked in chicken stock, but if you have 
none, use water with 2 beef cubes in. it. 
Cut the veal into pieces, 4 or 5 pieces per 
person. Add the onion, chopped very fine. 
Add _ paprika, sifted flour and seasoning, 
Stir it all up. Cook in just enough chicken 
stock or water to cover. Let simmer for 
about 2 hours, either in the oven or over 
a very low flame on top of stove. Stir every 
20 minutes. Serve with Caruso noodles 
boiled in water, with a little butter added, 
Chef Gonneau recommends the same recipe 
for beef if you can get it. 

And here is a good recipe for chocolate 
cake from a war bride. America’s army of 
war brides has been joined by several from 
the McCall Decorative Arts Studio, where 
the Needlework Magazine is edited and 
where many of the designs are planned that 
are shown on its pages. One of our brides is 
ill working with us, because her husband 
stationed in the deserts of New Mexico 
where she cannot very well follow him, An- 
other one of our brides is devoting herself to 
homemaking for her husband, as he is sta- 
tioned near New York. Belle, this bride, has 
developed into quite a cook, and we give a 
hearty recommendation to the chocolate 
cake she has learned to make. It is certain- 
ly one of the nicest cakes we have ever 
sampled. Here is the recipe: 

Midnight Cake. % cup shortening, 14 
cape augin, 2 caps, V cup hot water, V4 cup 
cocoa, 1% cups flour, ¥% teaspoon salt, 1 
teaspoon baking soda, 1 teaspoon baking 
powder, 1 teaspoon vanilla, Cream shorten- 
ing, add sugar, add well-beaten eggs. Slow- 
ly add hot water to cocoa and mix until 
smooth. Sift flour, salt, soda and baking 
powder together. Add flour to creamed mix- 
ture alternately with cocoa mixture. Add 
vanilla, Bake in moderate oven in one 8-inch 
square pan, or two small layer pans. Allow 
40 minutes baking time for square pan, and 
25 to 30 minutes for layer pans. 

When cake is cool, cover with your favor- 
ite icing. A nice icing is made of butter, 
confectioner’s sugar, milk and vanilla. Mix 
sugar with soft butter and add just enough 
milk to make icing the right consistency for 
spreading, making enough icing to cover top 
and sides of cake (and middle filling if 
using layer pans). Add vanilla flavoring.

It was 
adopted for use at their most recent session 
und has since found its way into several of 
our army hospitals where the Grey Ladies 
tell us the boys have woven literally hun- 
dreds of yards of it into scarves, bags, and 
purses for wives and sweethearts. 

‘The realistic bombers are as easy to weave 
as the small blocks of “Monk’s Belt” or the 
familiar ovals of “Honeysuckle"—and are 
far more interesting. Like any four-harness 
pattern, the “bombers” are threaded right 
into the warp of the loom, and all one needs 
to do to make them appear in fabric form 
is to press down the treadles in simple order 
as numbered in the pattern. Out come the 
bombers, one by one, as if they were appear- 
ing for duty from the walls of the hangar or 
the decks of a carrier. 

The Bomber Flight may be threaded to 
any width—from the narrowest of belts to 
the widest of drapes or wall hangings. Used 
in Wide border form it is attractive at the 
ends of guest towels or runners. For doilies 
and napkins it appears in charming narrow. 
bands of color close to hemmed edges. For 
shopping bags or purses one can set off the 
wide handsome borders with tiny bands of 
design laid in between. Woven as a solid 
repeat, the pattern makes a heavy firm ma- 
terial of attractive textile design suitable 
for upholstery, pillows, heavy knitting bags, 
draperies and panels. Woven solid with 
white or ivory perle or wool, the result is an. 
excellent fabric for summer or winter 
coats or jackets, 

For fine texture towels, doilies, ete—linen 
warp, Hughes Fawcett’s 30/2 in colors is 
sug; d, and for linen weft, 20/2. For 
medium texture linen warp, size 20/2 is 
suitable.

The bag is 10 inches wide and about 8 
inches deep. 

BAG: The center section of bag is cro- 
cheted lengthwise. Make a loose ch of 77 
sts, turn, 1 s ¢ in 2nd s c from hook, 1 s ¢ 
in each of the remaining sts of ch (75 s ¢ 
in row). Work measures about 16% inches 
long. Ch 1, turn, 

Row 2: 1s c in each sc of previous row, 
always taking up both loops of the st (75 
sc in row). Ch 1, turn, Repeat row 2 until 
there are 51 rows in all, Fasten off securely. 

Flap: This is worked across one short 
end of the piece just completed. Holding 
right side of work toward you, fasten cordé 
in the Sth row from the end, ch 3, make 4 
dic in the same st the ch 3 started from, 
sk 3 rows, 1s ¢ in the space between the 
3rd and 4th rows, sk 3 rows, 5 dc in edge 
of next row, repeat from * 5 times more (7 
shells in row), 1 sc in next st and fasten 
off securely. 

Row 2: Attach cordé in the s ¢ between 
Ist and 2nd shells of previous row, ch 3, 
make 4 dc in same s c, * 1s ¢ in the

all contents in place, and after the side fla} 
are closed the bag folds up to the top flap, 
which folds down oyer bag and is fastened 
by a button and loop. The outside of the 
bag should be made and completely lined 
before joining the side flaps and center sec- 
tion. In this way a large pocket, the full 
depth of the bag, is formed, where work 
may be carried as shown in the photograph. 
There are fourteen bone rings fastened by 
small loops of tape to a long piece of tape, 
or material, which is stitched to the center 
section of the inside of the bag about three 
inches from the top of the pocket where the 
work is held. These rings hold skeins of 
floss or yarn, the ends of which slip under a 
fold of the material across the bottom of the 
section. This fold may be divided 
pockets to receive small items of sewing 
equipment, such as thimble, tape measure, 
ete, Each’ inward-folding side flap carri 
pockets, one divided into narrow s 
for crochet needles, one for a small pair of 
scissors and other miscellaneous items, and 
still another for other items; there is also 
a needlebook fastened to one flap, to hold 
embroidery needles. The pockets for scissors 
and crochet needles are reinforced at the 
bottom with chamois so that the sharp 
points will not protrude. Of course, the 
number and size of pockets may be varied 
to suit your own needs and sewing scces- 
sories,
